AGREEMENT 


THIS AGREEMENT, entered into this 1 st day of March, 2013, by and between the 
TOWNSHIP OF JEFl'ERSON, A Municipal Corporation of the State of New Jersey, with 
offices at Municipal Building, 1033 Weldon Road, Lake Hopatcong, New Jersey 07849 and 
POLICE CHIEF KEVIN M. CRAIG, DEPUTY CHIEF WILLIAM CRAIG AND 

CAPTAIN ERIC WILSUSEN (hereinafter referred to as the “Jefferson Township Police 
Management.” 

It is the intent of the parties to this Agreement that the members of the Jefferson 
Township Police Management receive the same salary increases and benefits provided to the 
less senior uniformed officers of the Jefferson Township Police Department, pursuant to the 
Township s collective negotiations agreement with P.B.A. Local 190, effective January 1, 
20013 through December 31, 2016. 

Jefferson Township Police Management shall be entitled to the following salary 
increases, consistent with those provided to the officers in the P.B.A. Local 190 bargaining 
unit:
